While this country has given Europe 
i lot of money, it has also bragged about 
the fine standard of life it enjoys. But all

We are just short 100 
trailers of building as many as we built the 
full year of 1951 and less than 200 of ex- 
ceeding the entire year of 1953.

tiser last week. It explains what is scheduled 
to happen on the statewide scene insofar 
| 48 property taxes are concerned, 

Under Revenue Commissioner Larue 
Forn, a team of assessment experts will be 
dispatched to the several counties where a 
survey will be made to ascertain the aver- 
age assessments in the county. If they are 
iound to be too low, or too high, the county 
toards of equalization and the tax asessors 
will be asked to correct the sitt 2:ion. 

The law of Alabama gives <’.¢ revenue 
commissioner authority to go into any 
county and set aside any assessment whic 
he thinks is either too high or too low, 

Horn and his aides have made ii clea 
‘hey are not aiming at property assess- 
ments of 60 percent as provided by law. In- 
stead their goal is a statewide equalizaticn 
at about 40 percent by 1960 or 1961. 

A study by Russell Hungerford, Horn’s 
chief research officer, has estimated the 
average personal and real estate assessment 
at 20 percent; motor vehicles 25 percent and 
public utilities 40 percent. He estimated 
if all categories were hiked to a 40 percent 
level the state, counties and cities would 


Propetry Tax Assessment Time Coming Around 


collect approximately $106 million a year, 
an increase of $47 million over the $59 mil- 
lion collected in 1953-54. 

To an individual with a $15,000 home it 
would mean a tax hike of about $100. Such 
a home in Montgomery county would now 
probably be assessed at about $3,000. Tota: 
tax, figured at $3.35 per $100 property, 
would be $100.50. However, homestead ex. 
emption would total $13 (computed on a 
rate of 6 1-2 mils up to the first $2,000) 
thus reucing the tax to $87.50 per year. 

Should the state’s program of equali- 
zation be carried out at 40 percent, assess- 
ment on a $15,000 home would go to $6,000 
tax would double to $201 less a homestead 
exemption of $23 which would make the 
«mount due $188 per year. 

Revenue officials dwell on two points 
in discussing the program with optimism— 
first they feel the average property owner 
will not object too strenously to the increase 
when he knows everyone else will have to 
pay more; second the counties get the lion’s 
share of the money. Of the 6 1-2 mil state 
tax, only 2 1-2 mils go to the state fund, 
one mil goes to the Confederate pension 
and the remaining 3 mils to schools. 

Like we said, we don’t know if such a 
formula will be applied to tax assessments 
in Coffee County—but it is a possibility.
